Increase In Phone 
Rates Explained 


Mr. Paul Rardin, Publisher

Dear Paul: 

I feel that you’ will be interested 
in knowing just how the recent in- 
crease in telephone rates will ef- 
fect customers in Belle Glade and 
Pahokee. 

In April, 1947, we were granted 
a rate-increase which amounted 
to 10.5 per cent on our gross rev- 
enue. In January and September, 
1949, rate increases have been 
granted which provide for an 11 
per cert increase on gross reve- 
nues. This is a total of 21.5 per- 
cent increase, This is also the first 
increase in telephone rates between 
1922 and 1947. From 1922 to 1947 
there were several general de- 
creases in toll rates, and in 1935 
a general decrease in local rates. 
Actually, the September increase 
is only about 5 to 6 per cent over 
present rates. 

The increase in rates in Belle 
Glade and Pahokee provide for a 
10c per month increase in business 
individual and business four-party 
service. The increase 
business two-party service is 20s 
per month; and ‘in business rural 
service, 25c per month, The resi- 
dence rates for individual, two- 
party, and four-party service are 
increased 5c per month, and for 
residence rural service, 15c per 
month. In connection with those 
customers who have unlimited ser- 
vice to either Belle Glade or Paho- 
kee, the-increase on business ser- 
vice will be 10c per month,.and on 
residence service,-5e per month.

PAY FOR IN HEALTH 
WORK; SAYS DOCTOR 


Dr. Wilson T. Sowder, state 
health officer, said today it-is up 
to the people of. Florida to “de- 
cide how much money they. want 
to spend for public health, 

The primary function of the 
State board of health is to keep 
the people informed—of health 
conditions, what needs to be done, 
and the cost of carrying out a’ good 
health program. But, it is,up to 
the people to let their legislators 
know whether or not they want 


‘\ such a health program. They know 


\ whether or not they can afford it. 


The State board of health will do 
the best job possible with what 
ever funds it receives; 

However, Dr. Sowder emphasizes 
one point that has not been men- 
tioned in discussions of the state's 
financial affairs. In health work, i 
would not save the taxpayers any 
money.to reduce the state health 
budget and then ask for more fed- 
eral funds to do the same job, 

The State board of health can 
operate a health program in Flor- 
ida with state funds much more 
economically and efficiently than 
can a federal agency. Dr. Sowder 
states that the health program in 
the state. is closely tied in wita 
local governmefit. The people pay 
only for those*things that they se+ 
are worthwhile. 

The reason a state health agency 
can operate more efficiently is 
that state arid local problems. are 
known more intimately, Also, sal- 
aries and operating costs are mucn 
less in: the states. “If the people 
of Florida want a-good job done 
in health” Dr. Sowder stated, “‘let’s 
not fool ourselves that it is cheap- 
er to let the federal government 
do it.” +

Hunters Given Extra 
Time For Shooting 


T. HASSEE — Floridas 
duck, geese, and coot hunters wil! 
be allowed to hunt every day dur- 
ing the season this year, Coleman 
Newman, State, Game and. Fresh 
Water Fish Commission Direétor, 
said today. 

The commission has voted to ac- 
cept the Federal ruling which per- 
mits hunting every day on migra- 
tory waterfowl, Newman said. 

However, he continued, the clos- 
ed days will apply to dove hunting 
except in Dade, Monroe, and Brow- 
ard Counties in the Fourth Dis- 
trict, where hunting will be per- 
mitted from’ Oct. 1 to Oct. 31. 

The regular: state season on 
doves is from Dec. 17 to. Jan. 15: 
Shooting hours are from 12 o'clock 
noon until sunset. 

The duck, geese and coot season 
will extend from Nov. 29 to Jan. 7. 
They may be shot from one-half 
hour before sunrise to one hour be- 
fore sunset. On opening day water-. 
fowl may not be hunted prior to 12 
o'clock noon. 

The marsh hen ‘season is from 
Oct. 1 to Nov. 30. Hunting will be 
permitted every day. 


Seeks Funds For 
Inland Waterway 


WASHINGTON—Funds to com- 
plete the intracoastal waterway 
between Jacksnoville and Key 
West, were urged last week py 
Rep. Smathers (D., Fla.). Smath- 
ers conferred with Maj. Gen. Lewis 
A. Pick, chief of the Corps of 
Engineers, The corps presently is 
preparing its budget estimates for 
the 1951 fiscal year. © 

Smathers told Pick that the Mi- 
ami-Key West waterway, which is 
now abut one-ninth completed, 
would provide a channel seven feet 
deep.and 90 feet wide between the 
two cities, a distance of about 157 
miles along a protected inside 


The part that such a completed 
waterway might play in the event 
of another war emergency, was 
stressed by Smathers. He also em- 
phasized peacetime commercial ad- 
vantages and economic necessity 
for such a facility. He pointed out 
that Miami and Key West are link- 
ed only by a highway. 

Smathers, who represents the 
Key West-Miami area, also urged 
completion of the waterway from 
Jacksonville to Miami. He asked 
Pick to incliide in the new budget 
a sufficient amount to get the 
work under way.
